EUROPE. 

Dublin, April 8. — Prominont land 
leutfuers &nd meiribors of parliament 
who are land leaguers are invited to 
attiMul rt .special meeting here to consi- 
drr the land bill. 

London, April 8. — Sir Stnttbrd 
Northcotc (conservative) stated that the 
londer.s of the opposition were not ro- 
Hpou.siljlo for Lord Elcho'a motion in 
oppusilioii to Iho htiid bill. The bill 
invoivod such important linanciiil and 
polilioal questions that thfty did not yet 
know how to attack it 

Lo.s'DON, April 9. — Tiic will of the 
Intc Thomas Carlylc, in a paragraph 
rxprc-ising a strong feeling of good will 
towivrds America and e8i)eciaHy New 
iMigbuid, gives the books he used in 
writing the lives of Oliver Cromwell 
ciud [''rederick the Great to Harvard 
university. 

An election to-day for a member of 
t)\i' ('ommons from Northaniplon to fill 
I hr vacancy caused by the unseating of 
Uniiilmigh, resulted in the re-election of 
LSi-aiiliuigli as follows : Brndlaiigh, 
;!:i78, (,'orbot, 3253. 

Jt can bo' stated on the best authori- 
ty that the executive council of the 
skirmishers at a meeting a few even- 
iiil^s ago in this city considered the 
iimttcr of shooting to death two ninn at 
iiiilliighderin, County Mayo, on the 
previous Saturday by the pelice. It 
was decided that their deaths were 
' brought about by thjs enforcement of 
Gladstone's coercion act. Gladstone 
WHK declared guilty of murder and sen 
Itfuced to death. How the sentence is 
to be executed is now a question under 
consideration. They say they consider 
the Queen a nonenity and hold the 
premier tbe. responsible ruler. 

St. Petebsburq, April 9. — Several 
officials have been pronounced guilty of 
neglect of duty in connection with the 
s(!arch for dynamite mines on Little 
( Jarden street and will be ])ut on trial 
forthwith. Gen. Mavrinsky, who 
failed to find anytliing suspicious at 
the cheesemonger's shop, nearly fainted 
while being interrogated by the prose- 
cutor during the trial of the nihilists on 
Friday, 

Berlin, April 8. — A letter from St. 
Petersburg announces that revolution- 
ists have issued a manifesto demanding 
universal suffrage and freedom of speech, 
press, conscience and election, and de- 
claring that if this programme is adopt- 
ed the executive committee will dis 
solve and offer no violence to the gov 
ernment. 

Four hundred and seven jjorsons 
have died from the plague in Mesopota- 
mia. 

Berlin, April 8. — ^The czar, in an 
autograph letter to Emperor William, 
communicates his intention to visit him 
the third week in May. 

It is said that Bismarck will open 
negotiations witli a view to revising 
existing extradition treaties relative to 
assassination. 

HouE, April 9. — The king summon- 
ed Tecchis and Farine, presidents of 
the senate and chamber of deputies, 
respectively, to confer upon the minis- 
terial crisis. It is understood that 
Farino has drawn the form of a new 
ministry. Gen. Craldin, ambassador 
to Paris has resigned. 

Paris, April 10. — Prince Pierre 
Napoleon died at Versailles, Friday, of 
gout. 

St. Petersburg, April 9. — In the 
trial of nihilists implicated in the as- 
sassination of the czar, after the read- 
ing of the indictments was concluded 
the president of the court asked the 
prisoners whether they wished to say 
thing. Russakofl', who threw one of 
the bombs, spoke for half an hour. He 
said that bo primarily desired to agitato 
peacefully but entered into the lato 
conspiracy, seeing no other way out of 
the social trouble. MichaelofF, who was 
arrested as he entered Bussakoff's house 
said that he 'belonged to the terrorist 
faction party, but denied llussakofTs 
statement tliat he participated in the 
arrangements for tho murder of the 
czar. 

Henry Helfinann acknowledged that 
he kept the conspirators' lodging house 
•which was the depot for their imple- 
ments, but denied having actively par- 
ticipated in the czar's assassination. 

Kebaltschitisch, the bomb maker, 
avowed his connection with tho will of 
the people's party, their wish he said 
being to gain their objects by peaceful 
propaganda, but they were reluctantly 
obliged to adopt terrorist measures. 
He admitted preparing five bombs. 

Sophia Pieflbsky avowed her partic 
ipation in the preparation of the Mos- 
cow mine and in the murder of the czar. 
Jeliabofi', who is tho most intelligent of 
the prisoner!-, Uueully related with dia- 
bolical satisfaction, the.hiBtory of tho 
two-rAlexandrofaky mines, He said 
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that he was the head of one grou[) of 
tho party ami was cliargcd by tin; exec- 
utive committee with the work of or- 
ganizing the attack by bombs, aiul wa.s 
connected with.the Sadovva street mine 
as a simple worker. After these declu 
rations the proem-ator stated that it 
would perhajis be i:ii,..sili!e to shorten 
the trials. Jeliaboll' in his .statement 
attempted to extenuate the cases of 
Russakofi' and .Micliaeloll' by asserting 
that the former was onlv a propagantl- 
ist among tho wotkmcn and knew 
nothing of tbe arrangeiueut for the 
murder of the czar until the day of its 
accomplishment and that ho was entire- 
ly unconnected with tho crime. Je- 
liabofi' showed griiat skill in crossex- 
ainining witnesses and succeeded in 
utterly confusing one of thnm. To- 
day's sitting will be occupied in hear- 
ing speeches for tho prosecution. In 
the center of the eonrt i-ouin are vari- 
ous articles of tauLrilili' eviileno against 
tho prisoners siu-li as lidxes of dyna- 
mite, pai)ers, elinnicals, apparatus, etc., 
placed on the tal.le and guarded I'V 
gens d'arniBBwitli drawn .swortl.s. Tiie 
prisoners are all attired in black, 

Lo.NDON, April 10. — It is stii ted-that 
on receipt of repuits from Now York 
Fenian skirmishei-s were .about to make 
arrangeineiit.s fur llir niiirder of (,!lad- 
stone. The poliie took precautions in 
the district of Ha warden, where Glad- 
stone is staying.

— At a land meet- 
ing at New Westjiort to-day a resolu- 
tion was i)a8sed expressing regret that 
no better lueaiis for giving ellVct to the 
laud bill could bo devisoil than the 
worthless, broken down machinery of 
the land act, and declaring that no act 
could be successfully enforced for the 
benefit of tho people. 

St. PKTi:iisi!L'ii<.i, April 1 1. — Tlio 
prisoner Jeliabofi" in a speech at the 
conclusion of the trial of the niliiUsts 
asked as a favor that his last speech in 
his defence might bo printed and pub- 
lished word for word. Sophie Pioflsky 
asked that she bo dealt with regardless 
of sex. The prisoners received sen- 
tence with perfect calmiioss and in 
(lifTerence. 

St. PetersburUj April ll.-~Sen- 
touce of death was finally road to day 
in the ])reBence of the prisoners. They 
were allowed thirty four hours' npncal. 
Prof. Soloviefl' caused some excitement 
among the students of the uiiivi-r.sii y of 
St. Petersburg by condenminL; ea]iital 
puniiihDient, and expressing the hojie 
that the czar would show mercy. 

Vienna, April 12. — Floods in Hun- 
gary are increasing. The water soaked 
and undernnned dykes which are giv- 
ing wav. 

St. Petkrsul'ru, April 12. — Nieiio 
las Sudzelapsky, an important Nihilist, 
recently arrested at .J assay by Roman- 
ian authorities, was implieatod in the 
peasant disorders at Jchigrin, but es- 
caped punishment by tlccamping first 
to England and thence to America. 

Berlin, April 12. — It is reported 
that Noru Ivissar, tlu; most advanced 
fort on tho road to i^Ierv, was taken by 
surprise and captured by Turkomans 
and tho entire Kussian garrison killed. 

Berlin, April 12.— A disjiatch to 
the National Zeituug from Vienna, be- 
lieved to be inspired by the Persian 
government, declared that the refusal 
of the Berlin governtuent to recognize 
tho nominee of tho (Jhnptor of Trin-os 
as administrator of the bisliopric will 
not arrest tho negotiations with the 
Vatican, which are approaching con- 
clusion. Tlie pope, under the influence 
of Cardinal Jacobina, his secretary, de 
sires peace with Germany, and the 
centre party iu Berlin has been instruct- 
ed to avoid any action tending to cre- 
ate a prejudicial impression. 

The Prussian government jjaiiv is 
entirely misinformed with reganl to 
the negotiations. The utterance of the 
clerical press do not deserve considera- 
tion in arriving at a proper apjirecia- 
tion of the true state of things. 

London, April 12. — At a laud lea- 
gue conference in Dublin to tlay on llio 
land bill, Parnell, while not at jjrescnt 
expressing a definite opinion on so com- 
plicated a measure, pointed out many 
of its provisions as illusory, particular- 
ly provisions for securing sale. The 
bill, he said, would not benefit tenant 
arrears. The balance of opinion ns e.x- 
jjfessed by other homo rulo members 
present was unfavorable to the bill. 

Parnell said that tho first portion of 
tho bill relating to rents and tenure 
was insecure and prejudicial to tenants. 
There were 32,000 'holdings under £S 
and 700,000 under .£-l. jNlany tenants 
are in a bankrujit condition, and so fiir 
as it regards those the bill.s did not se- 
cure free sale and only increased the 
power of landlords to enforce rack rent 
ing. Another important defect relat- 
ing to those small tenants who had been 
compelled to accept leases and were 
thus deprived of those benefits which 
tho land act of 1870 conferred on them. 
There were thousands of these leases 
which were of such character as made 
it impossible for tenants to satisfy the 
clauses of the bill pertaining thereto.

\ FGIIANISTAN, 

Hu.Mi!AY, Ajiril 13. — The rumor 
reached hero that Ayoob Khan has fled 
from Herat to Mesh a. 

C!en. Ilucehas published an order to 
evacuate Cnndahar which is subject to 
a]5proval by the commander-in-chief. 
The niovpment will conunenco on the 
1 3tli inst., Ilnal evacuation taking place 
on tbe 22d. Shansuddin Khan, deputy 
of tho government, who has been here 
for the past few days is arranging for 
taking the civil administration. Hu- 
mor of Ayoub's desperate position at 
Herat is not confirmed. It is now re- 
ported that tho rumor was invented by 
Ayoub Khan himself as a ruse to hasten 
our departure, and that ho has ordered 
the governor of Farah to advance on 
Candahar as soon as the Briliish evacu- 
ate, and will bimself follow with a 
large force. Therefore, possibly, the 
neigliborliood of Candahar may within 
tho next few weeks bo the scone of a 
lierce struggle between Ameer Abdur- 
l ahainan Khau and Ayoub Khan, 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
London, April 12. — A dispatch from 
Fort Amiel says that the Boer leaders 
admitted to Gen, Wood that C'ouge who 
commanded the siege of Potchefstroom 
obtained its surrender by suppressing 
news of the armistice which they pro- 
niised should be eninmunicated to tho 
garrisons. Tho leaders expressed re- 
gret and proposed that tho capitulation 
be conaidored as canceled, and ac- 



quiesced it! reoccupation of Potchefs- 
troom, Wood accepted the apology 
and proposals. 

NORTH AFIUOA. 
Tunis, April 11. — Italian emissaries 
nave gone to tho frontier and 'openly 
promise to aid tho Tunisian army. The 

Bay refused to co-operate with the 
French troojis, and is determined to act 
independently on his own side of the 
frontier. Tho Ley has sent a protest 
to foreign consuls here, accusing Franco 
of violation of his rights as well ai 
those of tho porto and other friendly 
powers. Tho Italian government de- 
clines to accede to tho request for 
warded through its consul at Tunis for 
dispatch of a squadron to Tunisian 
waters. 

CALIFORNIA.

Anderson, April 10. — The first ac- 
cident that has occurred on this divis- 
ion befell tho passenger train last night 
at China gulch on its up trip. The 
gulch, or small creek, over which a 
bridge about sixty feet long is con- 
structed about five miles above here, 
was swollen very suddenly by a cloud 
bust. It is .supposed hap])ening during 
the heaviest thtiiuler and rain storm 
that has been exiierienccd in that sec- 
tion for years, during which the bridgo 
v.'iis disidiict'd and v.-as tho cause of the 
accident. Tho locomotive, tondtjr and 
express car had passed over tho weak 
spot but wore drawn into the creek by 
baggage car which had dropped first 
followed by the entire train with tho 
(exception of the coach, the rear part of 
which remained on the track. The ac- 
cident occurred at 10.10 o'clock. En- 
gineer C!eo. B. Smith and fireman 
Frank Rogers were killed. Wells, Fargo 
k Co.'s iriessenger, R. G, Johnson, had 
his leg broken and was otherwise ser- 
iously injured. Bon. Kubn, a com- 
mercial traveler, had his head Ijadly 
injured. Ben. Lowe and J. A. Uicliard- 
son, also drntnmers, were slight!/ hurt. 
Conductor Welch was cut about the 
face. The p,ther3 on the train, among 
tho number about nine jiass(rngers, were 
slightly injured. 

Einile Lundlioiiiiei-, traveling .sales- 
man for ^Flosshim Lros., Shrevoport, 
La., and jircsident of tho Louisiana 
Lodge, L O. B. B., 107, comniittetl 
suicide at tho Baldwin hotel yesterday 
by shootiag himself. Letters left by 
deceased indicate [loverty as tho cause 
of suicide. 

Subscription books were oficned in 
Lomlou Saturday- and in San Francisco 
and Now York to-day for ten million 
six per cent, first; mortgage lurid grant 
bonds issued by tho Atlantic aiul Pa- 
cific R. R, .From the Anglo-California 
bank, the San Francisco agency, it is 
learned that while a few bonds will be 
reserved for sale hero the bulk offered 
were taken in London as soon as ofFer- 
ed. 

This morning Denis Godfrey, an ex- 
pressman, shot at Mrs. Catharine Bo- 
hen, a peddlar' at the Oakland ferry 
landing.

His accomplice wa.s his twin brother 
Luther, also a student. The latter 
after tho shooting appeared and made 
a full confession. They are residents 
of North Andover, Mass., and of most 
respectable connections. They attempt- 
ed three weeks previously to enter the 
same place.

Si'niNoriELD, Mass., April 12. — 
Charles A. Briggs, aged 21, shot Cha.s. 
Stevenson dead during a dance at Pel- 
ham. Stevenson had separated from 
hia wife whom Briggs had taken to the 
party. 

Little Rock, April 11. — A body of 
armed and masked men rode into To- 
ledo, [)orsey county, sixty miles south 
of here, at daybreak yesterday morn- 
ing, and while \y\xI of them surround- 
ed tho court house as t;uards tho re- 
mainder broke into tho treasurer's ollice 
blew open the safe and abstracted there- 
from S5000 to §10,000, mounted their 
horses and escaped. An alarm was 
immediately sounded and a large num- 
ber of officers and citizens started in 
pursuit. The robbers were well mount- 
ed, but as the whole country is aroused 
it is believed that they will certainly 
be captured. 

New York, April 9. —The over-duo 
steamship Australia which arrived to- 
day, was supposed to carry among hor 
steerage passengers tho li'eiiian Cole- 
man, one of the parties charged with 
attempting to blow up the Mansion 
House in London. The Coloman whose 
name was on the list turned out to bo 
a mild looking Englishman, a native of 
Great Yarmouth, Norfolkshire, and 
resident of Lichfield Springs, Cayuga 
county, of this state, where ho is engog- 
cd in the peaceful pursuit of farming. 

New York, April 10. — Tho large 
jewelry store of William Wise, 238 
Fulton street, Brooklyn, was entered 
bv burglars Saturday night, who made 
desperate eflbrts to break open the 
largo safe, which contained about $G0,- 
OOO wvith of diauiuuda iiud jcv/ciry. 
They bored six holes in the door, but 
tho steel plates broke the drills, pieces 
of which were found on tho floor. 
Leaving this they attacked another sate 
weighing over four thousand pounds, 
which was built in the wall. l!y means 
of jackscrews they broke it from the 
wall and moved it to the back part of 
the store and broke it open, stealing 
therefrom one hundred watches belong- 
ing to customers, which had been left 
for repairs, and a quantity of jewelry. 
Wise estimates his loss at about SGOOO.

This was an action to recover 
the amount of income tax, dcfcndaiit 
being a civil servant. It will bo re- 
membered that this was iiiado ii tost 
case, and went to the court of appeal, 
where a decision was given against the 
corporation. The fact of tho jury 
reversing it has caused no littlo oom- 
ment. 

It is believed that Hon. John U'Con- 
nor will accept a judgeship and be suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Costigan. 

Toronto, March 3L — Close upon 
the liberal victory in East Northum- 
berland comes a still more pointed one 
in Carleton, New Brunswick, where 
Mr. Irvine, the opposition candidate, 
was elected by a majority of forty- 
seven. 

It is stated that Mr. Hurteau, M. P. 
for L'Assomptiou, has been appointed 
to the vacant wardenship of the St. 
Vincent de Paul penitentiary.. Tho 

appointment will render a new election 
necessary in L'Assoiiiption. 

All kinds of real estate at London 
are reported to be on the boom. Agents 
state that the price of lots had ri.sen 
one-third within a short time. 

Hon. Mr, Chauveau, sheriff of Mon- 
treal, met with a Revere accident by 
falling down a stairway in his hotel on 
Saturday. His condition is exciting 
anxious fears for his life. In addition 
to a dangerous scalpj wound, the ven- 
erable gentleman has received internal 
injuries. 

A colored child, aged two years and 
four months, was recently sentenced to 
imprisonment in the Owen Sound gaol 
for "one month, with hard labour!"

— Paymaster 
Tims, of the Canada Pacific railway, 
while out at Rat Portage last week 
along with his assistant, ilr. Shea, jiay- 
ing the employds of the road, was sur- 
prised by four men after night just as 
he was about to enter the postal car, 
one of whom snatched his valise, in 
which there was at the time .$5000, 
and ran down the embankment. Mi\ 
Tims immediately drew his revolver 
and fired at them, but without edect, 
as the night was exceedingly dark, and 
he could only see a few feet. Messrs. 
Tims and Shea then returned to the 
station and procured a lantern to make 
search for the thieves. The satchel 
was found intact, and had evidontly 
been dropped at the first shot, tho rob- 
ber having apparently stumbled in his 
cfifortB to get away.'

THE OPEN POLAR SEA, 

■Wraagol Land Said to have Isosa Es- 
plorod in 1866. 

The Now York JleniUl prints a lou;^ 
letter from George Kennan recounting 
the landing efiectod on Wrangel L.-\nd by 

Captain Dollmau in 1800. By this narra- 
tive it appears that the ca[)tain of a schoon- 
er trading with the ntitivcs of tho Siber- 
ian and Alaskan shores, having made his 
way into the Arctic seas in a year when 
when they were unusually free from ice, 
and pushed his advance far westward 
along the Siberian coast, then turned to 
make his w;iy to the American continent 
witliout following tho coast lino as ho had 
advanced, aud, in consequence, found him- 
self sailing in August within ton nautical 
miles of tho region which, from tho ac- 
count of his latitude ;ind loiigitiido, must 
have been Wrangel Land. He went 
ashore, found part of tho country free 
from snow and supplied amply with Arc- 
tic vegetation, saw Polar bears and 
traces of many other animals, including 
I bo musk ox. Altogether this is a remark- 
able story to be now for tho first time 
made imblie, and tho tiuthorities for it are 
;dl given in the letter referred to, 'I'he 
inovitalile si'hooner which is in all seas, in 
:tll years, is often tho great pioneer of dis- 
covery, and it is not at all unlikely that 
all this happened precisely as reported by 
Captain Dollman.

Poaco '-Bbstbrod in tio Vanquislicd 
Stato-Chili's Tenns of Sottlomoat, 

I'ana.ma, ISIarcli '60, — Tho latest news 
from Lima, under d.ite of Marcli Itlth, 
leads to tho hope that peace and i|uiet 
have at last biien restored in Peru. The 
new Peruvian president, U. Caldcron, 
took the oath of othce ;it Magdtilena, a 
little village two miles from Lima, IVIarch 
loth. The terms of jicace which tho 
Chilians meditate imposing upon I'eru 
are : 

First — Cession of Antofog.a3ti, Stirapaca 
and Tacna. 

Second — -An indemnity based on tho 
following points: 1st, oxpciisos of tho 
war, embracing the co.st of ariiiauients, 
provisions, ecpiipage, clothing, salary of 
army, freights, and in fact expenses di- 
rectly caused by the war; 2d, payment of 
compensation to tho army in conformit)' 
with a law to such ofl'ect to bo passed by 
congress ; 3d, payment for Esmeralda, 
Las Cavadonga and ilanaquos, the iron- 
clads Manco Caooo and Atatudipa, the 
corvutto Union and transports Beiuacor- 
ora, Tallisman, Ohaluco and Limina. 

Third— 'Indemnitioation for Chilians e.\- 
polled from Peru and Bolivia. 

Fourth — Peru to undertake not to for- 
tify her ports during fifty years, nor to 
acciuiro a navy during forty years. 

Fifth-T-Chilian products to be received 
in Peru and Boliviti on tho same terms as 
those of the most favored nations, and 
Chili to concede simil.ir advantages to 
tho.so tho two republics. 

Sixth — Tho extraction of guano from 
Peruvian ishmds is to be carried on for 
account of tho government of Chili, and 
tho proceeds after deducting the cost of 
extraction to bo divided equally between 
Chili, l^eru and foreign creditors of Peru 
recognized U[) to the 1st of January, 
1870; after tho payment of such creditors 
Chili and Peru tti divide the proceeds 
equally, but the part belonging to Peru 
flludl bo received by Chili until clauses 2 
and 3 of this treaty have been carried in- 
to effect. 

Seventh - Chili hIiiiII iiitiintain a force 
of 10,000 men in such iiorts of Pent as 
it may doom lit, and its vessels shall have 
free and frank entnince to Peru. These 
troops shtUl be maintained by Peru as 
provi^led by the eominissial general of tho 
army, and shall remain in Peru until 
clauses 2 and 3 shall liavo been carried 
into eflect. 

Eighth — .\s I'erii and Bolivia arc con- 
solidated. Chili will treat only with Peru 
for the payment of this indemnity. 

Ntiitii — .•Vn doubts arising m rotjronco 
to this treaty shall bo settled by arbitra- 
tion.

I deny ever linviiig asked permission 
to deviate one inch from the line stak- 
ed and laid down by the surveyor.^ 
tliem.selvca. 

It can bo seon even to this day that 
what may be is called tho encroaching 
line leaves the straight line at about the 
centre of Mr. Macdonald'.s lot and runs 
about a distance of 300 feet whore it 
tigain joins the straight lino at inv 
neighbour's ])ropcrty on the south: thus 
showing that this line was given not 
only to me but to my neighbours on the 
north and south of mc. 

Now if the line was 07ili/ a temyorary 
one, a.s Mr. Pearte now nflirnii, can ho 
explain why Captain Keid, the former 
owner of Mr. iMaedonald's lot, was not 
preveuted from erecting hi.i brick build- 
ing on it ? 

The truth is that Oaptsrin Reid held 
by this line because the surveyors stak- 
ed it otr, and told him it was the right 
line of the street. 

My candid opinion why the street 
was not made tiO feet wido all the way 
Ih that the aea at thts Public Landing, 
aiul al.so nt part of my two lots, had 
eiicroaeliod uiioli the laud and washed 
away tho banks, thus not leaving auf- 
ticient land to carry out tho straight 
lino. 

This, togotlii!! with the fact tliat 
"lots were of no value then" and "no 
one imagined there would be a city 
hero," seems to mo to furnish the true 
reason for the 10 feet divergence from 
the straight line. 

I beg once more to give an emphatic 
denial to iMr.

THE OHIO EARTHQUAKE. 

A SAD SOENE OP DEVASTATIOIT 
AITS DEATH. 

THIRTY THOUSAND VICTIMS. 

Thousands of Teoplo 'Bomoleas and 
Without Pood. 

C'o.ssTANTiNorLi:, April 9. — A cor- 
respondent at (jhio telegrapliH under 
date of the 7th as follows : I have just 
arrived here froih .Constantinople and 
Iind a picture of desolation such as is 
rarely witiie.ssed. The town looks as 
if it had been terribly bombarded. 
Hundreds of houses are transformed 
into shapeless masses of ruins, under 
which lie buried an unknown number 
of victims. .A majority of the remain- 
ing houses arp'ci^acked and roofless, and 
nmy fall anj; ruoinentj .^Nearly every 
building in the town sfaffered more or 
less. The inhabitants wander about 
searching for mis.sing relatives or lost 
])ro])erty buried, but are afraid to risk 
their lives in the perilous work of clear- 
ing away tho rubbish. jMany who are 
willing to e.\pose themselves to danger 
aro prevented by friends or by the po- 
lice. Fear, grief and despair are de- 
picted on nearly every face. Nearly 
all have some sad or tragic tale to toll. 
The first shock was felt on Sunday af- 
ternoon at about half past 1 o'clock, 
immediately houses began to fall and 
wild shrieks wore iicard everywhere. 
Then followed an awful silence for 
aoine minutes. Tho terrified survivors 
ventured into tlio narrow lane.s and 
reached the open s|jaces shortly after 
wards. All night shocks succofided each 
other at short intervals and each one 
was preceded by dull sounds like sub- 
terranean'exjgloaiqns. Since that fre- 
quent shbdks'bsve" been felL 

A few moments ago, while writing the 
present dispatch, I distinctly hoard an ex- 
plosion and felt the earth trenblo; but as 
I am under canvas, I havo nothing to fear. 
Tho old Genoese fortress, containing 
about 400 houses, inhabited by Mussol- 
mens and Jews, suffered ^ more than tho 
rest of tlie town. The ground there sank 
iibout half a metre, and nearly all tho 
houses were immediately destroyed and 
several hundred persons must have 
perished. It is known that about thirty 
Mussolman women wore assembled in ono 
house, nut one of whOin escaped. Tho 
southern part of the island is said to havo 
sufTored more than this town. 

Her Majesty's gunvossel Bittern ar- 
rived this morning. The captain at once 
came ashoro and after consulting with tho 
governor of the isliind, organized relief 
parties for tending wounded and extricat- 
ing the dead from tho ruins. Ho thon 
wont over to Chesino and made careful 
enquiries regarding tho state of tho town 
and tho inhabitants. To-morrow ho in- 
tends visiting the southern part of tho 
island, where loss has boon done for tho 
relief of the sufl'crors. I visited Chosmo 
this afternoon. Only about ten inhabit- 
ants were killed, but many houses aro 
in ruins and many more dilapidated. Tho 
mtiyor assured mo that three-fourths of 
the houses are in a dfl,ngoraus condition. 
The inhabitants arc afraid to live in those 
which are uninjured, for every night 
since Sunday frequent shocks have been 
felt. Nearly all prefer to camp out. Aa 
tho weather is fine the liardship in this re- 
spect is not groat. It is said that through- 
out the district not loss than 30,000 
people are without sholter,,^,, ^ 

In K!istrd'tH6"wo'rk of ''extricating tho 
bodies and attending tho Avounded is pro- 
gressing favorably, but a stifling odor in 
tho vicinity of many of tho ruins prevents 
opertvtions. On the other hand, some 
wonderful escapes have occurred. One 
\voman wa8fburiei under ruins 52 hours,' 
and vi\ui wasresqi^edJiftvi^ggixfluWirlih, 
in tho'moantimo'to a cnild.' The ohiltj is 
dead, but tho mother is doing well. 

LoN'DON', April 10. — A correspondeut 
at Ohio telegraphs that ho visited the 
Bouthoast part of tho island and found 



Menito, a town of 12,000 inhabitants, and 
the villages of Monastio.Vidinos and Phi- 
latio masses of ruins.' Not a single houso 
escaped. English and American physicians 
are assisting the survivors, 

The shocks of earthquake in Chio have 
co.ased. It is- believed the number of 
victims is exaggerated. 

CoKSTANTiNOPLE, April 12. --Earthquake 
shocks of considerable violence continue in 
Chio. Barely 20 houses remain habitable 
in the whole island. Forty-five village.^ 
are dostroyod and tho population in many 
localities have absolutely disappeared. 

Oaio, April 12,-1 have now visited or 
obtained information regarding nearly all 
villages in the southern half of the island, 
and I believe that the number killed in 
all tho villages iti ipiostion does not os:- 
ceod ono thousand, and perhaps less. 

CosTO.N', April 12. — The American 
board of foreign missions to-day received a 
telegram from thtiir misBionary at Smyrna 
relating the terrible disaster at Chio and 
appealing for aid, for the sufferers. The 
board announced a Avillingness to rocoive 
coutributiouSi 



War In ^orth Africa. 

Lo.NDON, April 12. —The Russian 
consul at Tunis informs ilio Russian 
ambassador, at Constantinople that the 
bey of Tunis has requested him to com- 
municate a protest against French vio- 
lation of Tunisian frontier and ask 
cooperation of liussia in protecting the 
rights of the bej and of the sublime 
porte. 

Tu.vis, April 12. — Excitement is in- 
creasing and doubts are expressed at 
the palace whether tho bey can answer 
for jiublic security if the French con- 
tinue to advance. The French pro 
po-sal to occupy tho valley of Lledjerda 
river excites indignation, aa the dis 
trict is the most fertile in the country 
far and from tho haunts of the Ku- 
mera. 

Paris, April 12. — The French con- 
sul general at Tunis has protested 
against the imputation that France in- 
tends to dethrone him and occupy the 
country. 

A hostile demonstration has been 
made outside the bouse of the French 
consul. Ho refuses to leave his post 
until ordered by olicial superiors. A 
liand of 500 marauders crossed t! « 
French frontier yesterday and attempt- 
ed to carry ofl' suuio cattle. They laid 
siege to a block house occupied by 
French outposts. Reinforcements were 
sent up.

Tho Dirootord in iiKtkiiig their Aniuial iLoiiort have to inform tho Subsoribors 
that during tho past yoar tlioy iiavo aucceoiled in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acres 
immediately adjoining tho Hospital, for tlio purposoof erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection witli tho Hospital. 'L'lio (Jovernniont have voted a sum of 
money for the erection of tho necessary buildingH; but before tho works could be 
commoncod tlio Govornnioiit ro(piirod tho hind tn bo convoyed to tlio Cruwii, wliioh 
has boon done. Tlio coining wpring will, it is lio|]i'il, .st:o tiiis most iiocoRsary adjunct 
to the institutions of tho Province comijluted. 

Tho Directors regret that the Hou.se of A.s.sumbly have pusaod a resolution coni- 
olotely reversing tlio policy under wiiich tho Hospital has been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Govomnient ha.ve been content with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule those Government Directors have been 
active and useful mombors, and li.ivo fully anawored tlio purpn.'^ps for which thoy were 
placed on the Board. 

The other Directors are tlio noininei«.s of iho Subscribers. Tho proposed change 
will be detrimental to the iiitoroata of thoao for whom a hospital is supported. The 
attention necessary to details takes up a ijreat deal of time, and to sappose that work 
wliiuh ia now performed ofBciently by eight gentlemen will be oquatly aa well per- 
formed by four ia supposing too much, and tlie inevitable result wUl be a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tlio interest which tlio public now tako in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, nnd tho net ivu and friendly asHi.'itunco given by 
many will hardly bo o.xtundeil to ii purely (ioveniinent institution. 

The Directors have again to e.xpres.s tlieir thanks to Mossi'h. Dunsinuir and the 
VancouvQr Coal Company for donation.s of coal and tu various charitable aocietion and 
individuals who have gcnoroualy contributed to thu aunjiort of tlie institution. 

The affairs of tho Hospital have been economically managed, aa will be seen by 
the amount of suiTcrings relieved and the Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that the change introduced by tho 
Government will prevent them again ofloring their Hcrviccs, and from tho applications 
which have boon received for a return of .subsoriptions' ami tho opinions oxpreesed of 
tho change, they fear that the closing of one of tho most useful institutions of tlio 
Province will ultimately be tho result. 

Thoro yet remains to bo oonsidorud the (|uestion ot the oTviiersliip of tho pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject the Directors arc not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

Of whom 10 have died from tho following eauseii:— Lung Disease, 6; Heart Dis- 
ease, 1; Paralysis, 1; Old Age and E.\haustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered mo any assistance 1 was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of tho Board of Directors to tho admirable nianiior in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, liaa conducted the internal all'airs of the Hospital, showing 
allpossiblo kindness and consideration for the pationtH compatible with tho discipline 
neceasftry in a public institution.
